MISSOURI EXECUTIVE IN THE 
LAND OF THE GOLDBUGS. 


BRYAN WILL CARRY NEW YORK. 


The Governor Comes Back to “God’s 
Country” Yilled With Hope for 
the Cause of Free Silver. 


Bronzed by his outing on the sea coast 
of Maine, Gov. William J. Stone returned 
from his Eastern trip Monday. 

Since the Madison Square Garden exer- 
cises, where William Jennings Bryan was 
formally notified of his nomination by the 
National Democratic Convention as the 
standard-bearer of the free silver fords, 
Gov. Stone has been touring the East, tak- 
ing in the beauties of the country and in- 
cidentally getting a comprehensive grasp 
upon the political situation as it exists to- 
day in that narrow portion east of the Alle- 
ghanies. ‘ 

After a trip which extended up the 
Maine Coast, over into Canada, down by 
Niagara Falls and cross country to Chica- 
go, the Governor is back on Missouri soil, 
more confident than ever that Bryan will be 
elected; more sanguine that the free silver 
wave will cut well into the East, and fully 
prepared to go upon the stump in the in- 
terest of the national! ticket and of the 
nominees for State offices on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

While in the East he argued with gold- 
bugs in New York State; found many 
frier.ds of silver in the Old Bay State; 
caught nimble codfish in the Atlantic; 
dipped in the chilly salt waters of Popham

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Beach; dug up old records in the ancient 
town of Frieburg, Me., written by Daniel 
Webster; spent a day at Bath ag the 
guest of Arthur Sewall, the Democratic 
nominee for President; stopped at the same 
hotel in Canada with Lord Russell, and fin- 
ally returned to Chicago, where, on Monday 
he conferred with Senator James K. Jones, 
Chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, upon the plan of campaign which is 
to elect William J. Bryan President of the 
United States. 

Gov. Stone created something of a sensa- 
tion in the corridors of the Planters’ Hotel 
Tuesday. It was not the sun-kissed nose 
with its missing patches of skin. It was 
the hat he wore. 

It was a striking thing in felt; a russet 
brown in color with a cocky roll to the 
brim—such a hat as the present Governor 
of Missouri never wore b ; 

“Where did you get eo gore was the 
first query of startled friends after greet- 
ing him. 

Gov. Btone gaid emphatically Tuesday 
that there was nothing

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contemplated resigning as Governor to ac- 


cept the Chairmanship of the Campaign

“I said that in order to conduct the cam- 
paigo I would have to resign. 

“That I could not do, as I did not think 
it would be right, although there were only 
a few months of my term remaining. 

“And that is what the story grew out of. 
I will not resign.

“At Bath, Me., I spent a pleasant day 
with Mr. Sewall, the nominee for Vice- 
President. 

“While there I talked with the workmen 
around the shipyards. There is but very 
little ship building going on. 

“The workmen are _ intelligent. They 
want a ¢hange, but they don’t know exact- 
ly what. 

“Some suggest a big merchant navy; oth- 
ers some protection or encouragement of 
the maritime industry.

BILL DOOLIN KILLED. 


Riddled With Bullets by Heck Thomas 
and a Posse. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Aug. 2%.—A posse of 


United States Marshals under command of 


Heck Thomas surprised BHT Doolin, the 
Outlaw, near Stillwater’ Yesterday after- 
noon, and in a short but desperate battle 
killed him. His body wasjriddled with bul- 
lets. One posse man was wounded. 

Doolin’s body was at ce loaded in a 
covered wagon, and the Shals started 
for this city, passing throu Perkins at 
daylight this morning. 

The officers have ben shadowing Doolin 
since his escape from ‘the Federal! jail here, 
July 5, and caught him just as he was re- 
turning from a visit to his Wamily to his 
hiding place in the Creek country. There 
was a reward of $3,500 for his capture, dead 
or alive. 

Bill Doolin’s body arrived fere\at 2 o’clock 

this afternoon, being brought 50 miles ina 
farm wagon, and covered with irt. and 
blood as he fell. He was shot down as 
he was leaving his wife’s home by four affi- 
cers in ambush, and fell dead at the sec- 
ond round. 
The officers hurried the body off, driv- 
ing furiously all night, fearing that Dool- 
in’s friends would get aroused and seek 
vengeance. The body will be officially 
identified this afternoon and buried to-mor- 
row. Thousands of people are viewing the 
remains. 


FRANCIS APPOINTED. 


He Succeeds Hoke Smith as Secretary 
of the Interior. - 
BUZZARD’S BAY, Mass., Aug. 25.—An- 


nouncement wat made by President Cleve- 
land at Gray Gables iast night of the ap- 
pointment of David R. Francis, former 
Governor of Missouri, as Secretary of the 
Interior, vice Hoke Smith, who recently 
resigned the secretaryship because of his 
financial views. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2%.—The ap- 
ointment of Mr. Francis to succeed Hoke 
Smith as ey! of the Interior was a 
surprise here, as is name had not been 
canvassed in cunnection with the place. 
It had been generally understood that Sec- 
ond Assi nt John . Reynolds would be 
appointed. Mr. Francis was in the city 
ew. but left last night for New 
ork. 


Mr. Francis has been.a constant ‘sup- 
orter of the policy of the President, and 
s identified with the gold standard move- 
ment in Missouri. It is said that he was 
slated for the Secretaryship of the Navy 
at the beginning of the present Adminis- 
tration, but sach strong protests came 
from Missouri that the President changed 
his plans. A petition was sent at that 
time signed by 20,000 Missourians, protest- 
ing against the appointment of rancis, 
it is understood the ex-Governor will as- 
sume his duties about Sept. 1 


David Rowland Francis was’ born in 
Richmond, Ky., Oct. 1, 1850. He came to 
St. Louis in 1866 and graduated at Wash- 
ington University in 1870. Engaging in the 
eommission business he was elected Presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Exchange in 1884. 
In 1885 he was elected Mayor of St. 
and in 1888 Governor of Missouri. He has 
béen successful in mercantile affairs, 
is actively connected with a number of 
enterprises. He is Second Vice-President 
of the Merchants-Laclede National Bank 
and has recently been appointed receiver 
of the United Elevator Co.

SAYS TENDENCY OF THOUGHT 
FAVORS BIMETALLISM. 


INCREASED GOLD OUTPUT. 


This Will Increase Its Value and the 
Disparity Between it and 
Silver Will Cease. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. %3.—Mark Hanna 
reached Boston from’ Beverly Farms this 
morning and spent the day in conference 
with various politicians. In an intérview 
he said: 

“‘McKinley was nominated because he is 
a protectionst. To read the Eastern press, 
one would suppose that the issue in this 
campaign is wholly one of gold or silver. 
Now, the fact is that the great majority of | 
Republicans are bimetallists. 

“Take the farmers of the West. You can- 
not find a more intelligent class of people 
on the face of the earth, and they are, al- 
most to a man, bimetallists. Instead of 
the Democrats getting ail the credit in the 
West as the friends of silver, we shall 
show the people there that the Republican 
party, under proper safeguards and re- 
straints, has no hostility to silver. There 
is no doubt in my mind that the tendency 
of contemporaneous opinion is in favor of 
bimetallism. 

“Mr. Gladstone cannot live forever, and 
other men like him, who have opposed bi. 
metallism, will not always control English 
opinion. There are Directors of the Bank 
of England who are bimetallists, and the 
Finance Minister of France is a bimetal- 
list. The tendency of scientific thought fis 
in that direction. 

“The increased production of gold will 
decrease its value, and the djsparity Le- 
tween it and silver, in the next five or ten 
years, will not be as great as it is now.” 

Mr. Hanna warned his advisers, as he 
did in New York a few days ago, that they 
were over-confident, and did not near ap- 
preciate the strength of the silver move-~- 
ment in the West.

Lange waited for him. As the burglar 
was on the bottom step Lange leaped and 
caught him. Both fell to the ground. 

Neither had a weapon. While the two 
men grappled with each other two other 
men slunk out of the darkness of a corner 
of the yard, climbed the fence and disap- 
peared in the alley. 

The burglar, who proved to be Rickard 
Ferricks, got the best of the brewery col- 
lector and freed himself. He darted 
through the yard: and was climbing the 
back fence when Lange caught him again 
and pulled him back.

Na- 
tions no longer dream of riches as the spoils 
of war, but as the fruits of human energy 
directed by wise laws and encouraged by 
peace and good will. Battlements and forts 
and castles, armies and navies are day by

honor. What the world longs for now 15s, 
not the pageantry and devastation of war 
for the aggrandizement of the few, but 
the full utilization of all human energy for 
the benefit of all mankind. 

To the 75,000,000 people who make up the 
great republic, the opportunity to labor 
means more than all the world besides.

erity. Before the factory system ren- 
Soved combinations for workmen needful 
fhere was less discontent, but also no 
yrogress, and there was no sharing by the 

ylers of the profits and the pleasures. 


What are the causes of prosperity and 
what are the causes of panic? Are they 
mysterious things beyond the human ken? 
If you will analyze you will find that what- 
ever the remote causes are, ana they are 
different every time, the immediate cause 
of prosperity is the confidence of all the 
people in each other and in the situation in 
the future. When the people all work 
together, when they all have faith in each 
other, then prosperity reigns. After pros- 
perity reigns for some time, longer or 
shorter, men think that hard times are 
permanently done away with and get wild 
and over prosperity sets in.

I am, and have been since it has 
become an issue, as heartily and earnestly 
in favor of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 as any man 
and have always so declared myself when 
opportunity presented, I believe sincerely 
that the restoration of silver to its mehtful 
position as one of the money metals. by 
the United States Government, with fuil 
legal tender qualities is necessary to the 
revival of business and prosperity in this 
country.

PLAYED ITS PART. 


STURTEVANT COMPANY GOT SEV- 
ERAL ¥AT CONTRACTS. 


NOT ON THE LOWEST BIDS. 


Bosley’s Boiler Failed to Break Into 
the Schools, but There Were 
Other Favorites. 


Bids for heating and ventilating six pub- 
lic schools were opened by the Building 
Committee of the School Board Monday 


night. 

The bids disclosed interesting facts con- 
nected with the attempt to force the 
Boseley Incandescent boilers on the public. 
They also revealed certain significant 
things concerning the B. F. Sturtevant 
Heating Co. of Chicago and the St. Louis 
School Board, 

The action taken by the committee ad- 
ded to the significance of the proceedings. 
In the case of three schools the contracts 
were awarded on bids that were not the 
lowest. ‘ 

As a result the hottest fight experienced 
in the School Board for some time will 
be waged at to-night’s panetinng. 

The exposures made by the Post-Dispatch 
regarding the Bosley Incandescent boiler 
resulted in Bosley failing to get a single 
contract at Monday night’s meeting of the 
committee. This saved the board over 
$11,000 on the item of boilers alone. 

On the other hand certain members of 
the committee insisted that the B. F. Stur- 
tevant Heating Co. be awarded the con- 
tracts for fans and engines at advances 
over the lowest bids. ; 
In this connection a statement was made 
after the committee meeting that C. P. 
Noble, representing the Sturtevant com- 
pany, had stated that he controlled fifteen 
members of the St. Louis School Board. A 
copy of a Minneapolis daily paper was pro» 
duced in substantiation of this. It contained 
the proceedings of an investigating com- 
mittee of the Minneapolis School Board 
inquiring into charges of attempted 
bribery against representatives of the 
Sturtevant company, in connection with 
omeeeets for heating schools at Minneap- 
olis. 

The report of the proceedings contained 
@ sworn statement by Charles E. Hasey, 
representing the . Pond-Hasey company, 
that C. P. Noble had told him a year be- 
fore that he. had fifteen members of the 
St. Louis School Board absolutely sure, The 
investigation was held March 26, in Min- 
neapolis. 


The bids opened Monday night specified 
the system of fans and engines on which 
they were made and the style of furnace 
to be supplied with the boilers. The boilers 
themselves were ordinary six-inch flue boil- 
ers, twenty feet long. Each bidder handed 
“ from one to six bids, one for each sys- 
em. 

The Branch Steam Heating Co. alone bid 
— on the B. T. Sturtevant fans and en- 
gines. 

The company was awarded the contract 
for the Blow School, at $10,709. This con- 
tract calls for the Thomas down draft 
furnace. Its bid for the Sparlock & Co. 
furnace was $10,429. 

In the bids on this school, including the 
Bosley Incandescent furnace, the price was 
from $10,800 to $12,350. : 

John Ramming got the contract for the 
Clifton Heights School for $5,814, comprising 
the Thomas down-draft furnace and the 
Sturtevant system. 

This bid was $199 higher than the lowest, 
which was made by the W. F. Cozzens 
Heating Company. The latter offered the 
Buffalo Forge Company’s fans and engines. 
The committee had to have the Sturtevant 
system. 

In the case of the Columbia School, the 
bids on the Sturtevant system were so 
far in excess of those on other systems that 
the cémmittee didn’t have the nerve to 
make the award to its favorite. 

These for the Sturtevant ranged from $5,287 
to $5,550. That for the Boston Blower Co.'s 

by that company itself, was 

It was given the plum. The bid 

was only $42 less than the next highest. 

The committee had thought nothing of a 

$200 discrepancy where the Sturtevant sys- 
tem was concerned. 

This was exclusive of bollers, as the one 
already in use at the Columbia School will 
serve. 

A similar discrepancy existed In the case 
of the Dozier School... The lowest Sturte- 
vant bid was $9,400. The Ringen Stove Co. 
got the contract for $8,882, with the Ameri- 
can Blower Comany’s system. 

This was the only school on which a bid 
was made by the Bosley - om Co. for the 
Bosley Incandescent boiler. ts bid was 
$9,400 for boiler, fans and engine, 

On the Fremont School the committee in- 
sisted again on favoring the Sturtevant 
system in spite of the fact that another 
bid was $131 lower. The bid of the Branch 
Heating Co. for the Sturtevant system and 
Thomas furnace was $6,686. It was awarded 
the contract. That of the Cozzens com- 
pany for the Buffalo Forge Co.’s system 
was $6,555. Again, the committee had to 
have the Sturtevant system regardless of 
expense. 


The same solicitude for the B. F. Sturte- 
vant Co. was shown in the case of the 
Mount Pleasant School, John Ramming 
bid $5,814, with the Sturtevant system. The 
Ww. F. Cozzens Heating Co. bid $5,615, or 
$199 less. John Ramming got the contract, 

The Peck-Williamson Heating and Ven- 
tilating Co., which was mixed up in a 
School Board scandal last winter over the 
contracts for latrines im the schools, bid 
on each of the schools. Its system is that 
of hot air furnaces, not at all in accord 
‘with the specifications. 

Chairman Kissner insisted that the award 
be made to the lowest bidder for steam 
heating. Hequembourg and Penney were 
absent. Cudmore and Koenig insisted on 
giving the disputed contracts to the Sturte- 
vant company, and then refused to vote. 
They then made a fight to have the Peck- 
Williamson bids accepted. Finally the 
Sturtevant system triumphed. 

The total cost of the work as awarded 
Monday night will be $42,825. There is 
about $30,000 at the disposal of the Board 
for the work. 

Chairman Kissner stated to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday that he would 
make a determined fight in the board to- 
night to have all the contracts awarded the 
lowest bidder. 

The total figures represent a reduction 
of $23,000 from the original bids of three 
weeks ago, when the Bosley boiler and 
Sturtevant fans and engines enjoyed a com- 
plete monopoly. 

The reduction in the Sturtevant system 
amounts to $11,000. This leaves a $12,000 
reduction on the boilers. Qn Bosley'’s boil- 
ers alone the difference is almost as great. 

In the new bids the difference in the price 
of one Bosley boiler and an ordinary boiler 
is but $332. In the old bids Bosley figured 
$3,900 as the cost of one of his boilers alone, 
while $1,000 is the cost of an ordinary boller. 

Whether Bosley intended to keep for him- 
self all of the $12,000 difference is & mooted 
question. 

Why Sturtevant fans and efigines should 
be $11,000 cheaper now than four weeks ago 
is another question hard to answer. 

Cc. P. Noble, representative of the Stur- 
tevant Heating Company, was at the meet- 
ing of the committee Monday, night. His 
presence in St. Louls was entirely unexpect- 
ed. To a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
Neestated that the testimony given by 
Hasey at the investigation in Minneapolis 
was contradicted by other witnesses. 

““Moreover, it pretended to relate to the 
old St. Louis Board, and not to the new,”’ 
deciared Noble. 

“What I did say was that 15 members of 
the board had voted for the Sturtevant 
system, which showed them to favor it."’. 

While Noble’s remark undoubtedly relat- 
ed to the old Board.the majority of the mem- 
bers of the old 8t. Louls hool Board 
are members of the present board. 

Chairman Kissner of the committee will 
not be alone to-night in his fight in the 
board.on the awards of the committee. 
There are numerous directors who will take 
a hand in the struggle against the Sturte- 
vant Company.

Peters is charged with appropriating $600 
of the cash belonging to the company to 
his own use and also having some 9500 
worth of goods which he fails to account 


for. 

George E. Howe, a representative of the 
whaling company, came to St. Louis from 
San Francisco a week ago to try to effect 
a settlement with Peters. All his overtures 
failed, and he decided to invoke the stroag 
arm of the Missouri law to aid him, 

Mr. Howe told Peters that he would apply, 
for a warrant Tuesday morning and re- 
quested him to be at the St. Nicholas Hotel 
at 10 o'clock, prepared to either give bond 
or go to jail. 

The surprise of Mr. Howe of San Fran- 
cisco was great when he reached the St, 
Nicholas, acc@mpanied by Deputy Sheriff 
Longford with a warrant in his pocket, 
and found that Peters was not waiting to 
be arrested. 

Later in the day, Mr. Peters walked up 
to the officer and said he had been waiting 
to be arrested. He was accommodated, them 
he gave bond.

This describes what is known as the Venezuela panic of last year. 
intended by English bankers as @ demonstration of what they could do to ruin 
this country should it adopt governmental policies disapproved by them. The 
New York Herald, from which this is taken, is supporting them in their de- 
mand that the gold standard Shall be maintained in America, so that there is 
no chance to assert that the quotation above is malicious or a misrepresentation 
of the facts. And it will be well to consider these facts seriatim, so as to get at 
the full gravity of their meaning. They show how panics are precipitated. 

The first step when English bankers or other enemies of the United States 
and of popular government wish to precipitate panic as a means of asserting 
their right to rule is to “call their loans and laugh’’ while the interest rate is 
forced up “like mercury in a tube thrust into boiling water.” 

They can afford to laugh because while they can maintain the single gold 
standard and keep gold locked up in the vaults of the Treasury and of their 
allied bankers in Wall street, the volume of cash is so restricted that business 
can not be done at all except through credits on which

ican business men must either be foftced into immediate bankruptcy or else must 
pay them or their associates in this rapine the enormous rates of usury demanded 


The American firm which tt Herald says paid 90 per cent for a loan of a 
hundred thousand dollars was down with an English knee on its breast, an 
English knife at its throat and as the price of commercial Hfe, as blackmail, 
to save itself from bankruptcy, it paid the enormous sum of $90,000 for the use 
of $100,000, principal and interest together making $190,000, to be recovered in some 
way from the labor of Americans,-\ast and West, North and South. 

One of the purposes of panics thus precipitated by English speculators who 
“call their loans and laugh’’ is to make this robbery possible, while at the same 
time they are warning America of the effects of resistance to their power. 
we were rescued only by foreign interven- 
tion from the throttling grasp of the English financial highwaymen who had 
waylaid us. The panic was stayed only when orders came from Berlin for the 
agents of German bankers in Wall street to interpose. and check England. 
for the time being, the English bankers withdrew, convinced 
done enough to show us the danger of tefusing to submit to them.

This 
could be done by prostrating another 
great material interest in which she had 
but an insignificant share. 

England had everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by the demonetization of 
silver. The United States had every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain. It 
was the biggest bunco game of the cen- 
tury.

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SCHOOL HEATING CONTRACTS. 


As soon as the Civic Federation is 

fully organized and ready for work, it 
could not do a better thing than to make 
an investigation of the charges of cor- 
rupt practices by some members of the 
School Board in accepting bids for heat- 
ing the schools.

the Imperial Chancellor, made in the 
Reichstag on May 18 last, relative to re- 
form in the criminal procedure of the 
army. It is hoped that this concession on 
the part of the Emperor will do much to 
end the Ministerial cr.sis which has been 
a disturbing facto. for a long time past, 
and which is said to have caused the re-

The Cincinnati 
tracks have hard luck stories to tell, and at 
Detroit, Milwaukee and other places on 
the circuit they are much worse off. I have 
seen several horsemen who left St. Louis 
in the early summer and every one of them 
is mighty sorry that he did not stay here.”’

On Friday mornin 
the fleet will move down the bay, and, 
taking postion, will await the arriva) of 
the St. Louis. Li will then be taken aboard 
one of the war vessels. As the vessel 
passes by each ship will run to the fore- 
truck the imperial colors of China and 
will fire a salute. 

The Chinese Ambassador will be received 
by Mayor Strong, acting in his official 
capacity as the chief magistrate of the city 
of New York, on Tuesday next at the Mer- 
chants’ Club, of which the Mayor is a 
member. It has been arranged that Mon- 
day will be Brooklyn’s day for receiving 
the distinguished Chinaman. The Mayor, 
after receiving Li In the Merchants’ Club 
will drive him uo town under an escort 
of national guards of the State of New 
York. Li will receive the various regi- 
ments and watch their drills and maneuv- 
ers. He wil then be treated to a display 
of the evolutions of New York’s firemen, 
who will parade with their engines, tend- 
ers and hook and ladder trucks.

PAUPERS PARE. 


CROWDED OUT BY THE INSANE 
ASYLUM OVERFLOW. 


LODGED WORSE THAN CATTLE. 


Pitiable Condition of the Miserable 
Creatures Who Live at the 
Home for the Poor. 


Over the hills out toward the Potters’ 
Field, and a short distance west of the In- 
sane Asylum, is a huge brick structure 
called the Poor-house. 

It was built many years ago as a refuge 
for the aged poor of the city, and @id for 
a long time serve its purpose. Year by year 
the Insane Asylum encroached upon the ter- 
ritory of the paupers, however, until to-day 
the place is no longer a Poor-house, but an 
Insane Asylum of the ‘most pronounced 
kind. / 

It is more of an 4nsane asylum than the 
asylum itself, because it is at the Poor- 
house that, all the incurables go to stay 
until death releases them from captivity 
and woe. 

Zhe pauper, though the aristocrat of the 
Mitie colony, !s badly treated, even for a 


pauper, and is not given the care and at- 


tention he is entitled to by virtue of his 
gray hairs and three or four-score years of 
life. 

There are generally about a thousand 
people on the weekly rolls of the Poor- 
house. They are all under the care of Supt. 
J. L. Overbeck. Of these, about half or a 


little more than half are insane. For ex- 

ample, for the week ending Aug. 22, there 

were 645 male inmates of all kinds, and 612 

female, making 1,257 in all. Of these, 344 

were sane male paupers and 166 were sane 

— paupers. The others were hopeless- 
insane, 

The big three-story building, which con- 

titutes the main structure of the group, 

as nO paupers in it except a few who 
ave been poked into odd corners in the 
asement. All the wards 
og ys to — go 
n e east end are the females and the 
children. The little ones are most difficult 
for the superintendent to dea] with. They 
ere ali either congenital idiots or epileptics 
of an incurable kind. They range in ace 
from 6 to 18 years. oe 4 do not properly be- 
long in the ward with a troop of crazy 
women, but there is no other place to put 
them, so there they are and there they are 
likely to stay. 

The other wing of the building ts given 
over to the-insane males. Every hall and 
ward is filled with lunatics from the mild, 
okay vaaataeer ae raving maniac, who

The female pauper quarters are a desert- 
ed wreck. The cyclone hit the building, 
and the city officials have abandoned it. The 
roof sags down over a stack of weakened 
walls and shakyvfioors, so that a good hard 
rain or two will make the whole structure 
a complete wreck. The building is in a 
very dangerous condition, and likely to 
gO to pieces at any moment, but a lack of 
funds, it is said, prevents anything bein 
done to either repair or remove it. It wil 
probably remain for a few years in the way 
of a improvements and a constant menace 
to life. 

The poor house which is really the poor 

house is a square three-story building 
about 60x60 feet. In this small box are 
packed all the paupers, male and female. 
A few males are not in there because they 
have been stored away in odd corners, but 

ractically all of them are in this single 
building. 

There are 600 fragile and aged human be- 
ings packed into a building with about 
10,800 square feet of ‘oor space. This al- 
lows each one about 21 square feet, or a 
space of 3 feet by 7. It is not much room— 
very little more than they get in the Pot- 
ters’ Field when they get there. 

The sight in the different rooms is start- 
Hing until one realizes that the people who 
live there are only paupers and are not 
considere’y human beings by the city of- 
ficials. Each room is furpished with beds, 
Sct in rows 60 closely that it is difficult 
to pass between them. No room has «less 
than twenty-five beds in it, most of them 
have more. 

There is no real inconvenience experi- 
enced now because the windows can be 
left open and the poor paupers can regale 
themselves on an unlimited amount of air. 
On a cold day, however, with the windows 
closed, each pauper would not have as 
Many cubic feet of air as Dr. Starkloff 
considers necessary 'for a cow in a South 
Si. Louis dairy. 

The overflow from this building consists 
of the old and trusty paupers 
who, by virtue of work done by them, are 
given a little more consideration than the 
rest. Two of them are poked in under the 
front steps, which make a sort of stone 
vault. Twenty more are put in a little 
oom which was once called the chapel.

The city seems to be unable to do any- 
thing for lack of funds. The treasury seems 
to be drawn down to the very finest poine 
tis possible to get it. Comptroller Sturgeon 
gsavs it is impossible to find the money 
needed to put up new buildings, so the pau- 
pers will have to go without them, 

Supt. Overbeck !s very much taken with 
the Quarantine Poor-house idea. There is 
a large tract of land there, sufficiently far 
from the city to prevent the old men from 
running away now and then to get liquor. 
Tt is healthful and in every way desirable 
for an ideal poor-farm. With the Poor- 
house there the Asylum could take the 
Poor-house entirely and readjust its affairs 
on a better basis. 

There is some doubt as to the feasibility 
of this scheme and some question as to what 
shall be done with the Quarantine... The 
plan will, however, be brought to the notice 
of the Hospital Commission as soon as it 
gets in working order. 

In the meantime the male upers wil) 
probably spend the winter in sheds built in 
any way out of any funds the Health Com- 
missioner can lay hands on.

The Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy would feel that 
they had been untrve to their trust if they 
permitted it to be suspended or to pass into 
the hands of the State. We realize that the 
outlook for the home is bad, but we believe 
that it can be maintained until it has ac- 
complished its mission. In ten or twelve 
years at most the needy veterans of the 
| Confederacy will have passed away. We be- 
'lieve that with careful management the 
| home can be operated for that length of 
‘time. The Daughters of the Confederacy 
are prepared to assume the responsibility 
for the home’s support for that length of 
time. 

' ‘We will go to the reunion and say to the 
gentlemen there that we are ready and will- 
ing to appoint committees in every part of 
the State to solicit special subscriptions for 
the support of the home. The members of 
these committees will, of course, tender 
their services free of charge and will be 
giad to have an opportunity to do some- 
thing for the home. 

“It has been estimated that it will take 
$1,000 a month to support the home. I 
think that figure rather large, however, as 
I] am sure that, with careful management, 
the Home could be ma.ntained at a cost 
of $8,000 or $9,000 a year. The expenses this 
year have been unusually large, as exten- 
sive repairs were made and a new hospital 
building was erected and fitted out. 

‘We will not go to the reunion merely as 
lobbyists...

Then wnen the Home had served its pres- 
ent purpose It would revert back to the 
| stockholders. Whatever may done, we w il 
/not give up until we are fairly beaten. We 
have canvassed the situation thorough!y 
,and are all of the same mind. We feel ab- 
| solutely certain that we ‘will be given an 
opportunity to ma-_ntain the Home.”

There is to be not let up by the Health 
Office in its war on dairies that persist in 
selling impure milk. The decrease in the 
death list of infants since the enactment of 
the ordinance has stimulated the depart- 
ment to insist on its rigid enforcement. 

The dairymen in many instances continue 
to try to evade the requirements of the law, 
but the severe lesson they are being taught 
is having a salutary effect. 

At the meeting of the Board of Health 
Monday evering, the milk inspectors had 
the room filled with violators of the ordi- 
nance, and 13 of them had their dairies con- 
demned.,
